Arsonists 
Fire 15 Palms 
In One Night 


City’s Fame 
Spreads By 
Wheelbarrow 


Two different palm tree fires 
which destroyed more than a 
dozen of the city’s most beauti¬ 
ful palms, and twice took City 
firemen from their beds, were 
rhe work of arsonists shortly 
after midnight, Monday. 

Fir.st of the fires was set pre¬ 
cisely at midnight, when the 
torch was applied to a tree at 
Sierra Madre Blvd. and Sunny- 
side. No sooner had the fire 
been extinguished, and the fire¬ 
men returned to bed, than an¬ 
other alarm 
speeding to 
Monte, 


The fame of Sierra Madre and 
its Wistaria vine is going 
around the world. Places in 
which the town, and the vine, 
are unknown will certainly be 
less in coming months as a 
copy of the Sierra Madre NEWS 
encircles the globe in a wheel¬ 
barrow. 

A copy of the December 26th 
issue of the NEWS is enroute 
"around the world with Lar¬ 
ry”, leaving Sierra Madre Thurs¬ 
day afternoon enroute to New 
York in a stream-lined, radio 
equipped wheelbarrow. 

Pu.shing the "Irish baby bug¬ 
gy” on this unusual trek is a 
46 year old, retired Montana 
cowboy, Larry Hightower, who.se 
journey began at Ellen.sberg 
Washington. last July 4. Since 
that time he has covered .some 
.3100 miles. 

Witli tlic wi.sdoiii of a migra¬ 
tory bird he came down the 
coast to Southern California, to 
proceed eastward through sun¬ 
shine rather than snowdrifts. 

The ex-cowhoy figures that it 
w'ill take him 5',a months to 
reach New York, whence he will 
go to Lcr-dor. jy .ship. Just to 
keep in practice for pushing 
his wheelbarrow over English 
hills, he plans to spend eight 
hours a day while aboard ship, 
wheeling his 
barrow around the decks. He 
thinks it will take him 12 years 
to go around the world. 

On arrival in New York, High¬ 
tower is scheduled to appear on 
the radio program, “We the 
People”. His stunt has already 
attracted much attention. Both 
children and adults were fol¬ 
lowing him along the streets 
in Pasadena, Thursday, asking 
him que.stions as he passed. 
Pictures taken at the start of 
his journey last summer ap¬ 
peared in an issue of Life mag¬ 
azine. 

When he returns to Califor¬ 
nia on completion of his globe- 
i encircling trip, the wheelbar- 
I row pilgrim will return his copy 
■ of the NEWS—^that is—unless 
[ some news hungry Sierra Mad- 
rean, far from home, filches it 
' from him.

day, February 11 at his Milan, 
Ohio, birthplace and before too 
long in the local postoffice, 
y Edison d e m o n s't r a t e d the 
iieight to which a man could 
ri.se in a free economy, in con¬ 
trast to many countries of the 
world where a son can not rise 
above his father’s trade. Edi- 
.son’s father was a maker of 
shingles. 

The things which a man 
could accomplish despite ex¬ 
ceptional handicaps was also 
shown -by Edison, whose boy¬ 
hood was marred by Illness and 
whose deafness would have dis¬ 
couraged most men from under¬ 
taking a life of scientific ex¬ 
periment. The boy’s formal 
schooling totaled only three 
months and was supplemented 
by what teaching his mother 
could give him, and by his 
own reading. 

Yet Tom Edison, who was 
considered “addled” by one of 
his teachers, because his youth¬ 
ful imagination was beginning 
to show .signs of genius, made 
scientific discoveries and inven¬ 
tions which have changed the 
world. 

When he died in his 84th 
! year, Edison had been Issued 
I more than 1,097 patents, most 


Fire Causes 
Damage On 
Esperanza 


The memory of one of America’s 
greale.st men—Thomas Alva 
Edison—will be honored 
throughout the nation on Tues¬ 
day, February 11, the one hun¬ 
dredth anniversary of his birth. 
An interesting incident in the 
life of the great Inventor was 
recalled this week by Dr Bern¬ 
hardt Wall of Bella Vista Ter¬ 
race, one of the nation’s fore 
most etchers who made a sketch 
of Edi.son in 1915, while he was 
engaged in an Important ex¬ 
periment in his East Orange, 
N. ,1. laboratory. 

Dr. Wall, who had been en¬ 
gaged to sketch the Inventor of 
.iiC .electric light, arrived at the 
Edi.son home one evening and 
drove to the laboratory with 
Mrs. Edison and the son, 
later to become gover-

Two years ago in mid-Derember the Nazis made their last 
desperate bid to turn the tide of defeat that had been
